The Battle Off Manila Fought Sunday and American 


Sailors Win Their First Glorious Victory, 


BARDHENT OF MANILA BEGUN THIS 


Cable Communication With Manila Cut Off. Wild Excitement 


in Madrid Against Government. Martial Law May 


Be Declared to Save the Government 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript) 
' 


Washington, May 2.—The first great 


battle of the war has been fought and the 
United States is tie victor. Commodore 
Dowey's Asiatic squadron defeated the 


SpAnlah squadron near Manila harbor, 
and destroyed three Spanish ships. 


Early reports of the battle were very 


meager, coming entirely from Spanish 
sources. But every additional fact em- 
phasizes the completeness of the Ameri- 
can victory. The full report from Com- 
modore Dewey will not be received until 
he can send to Hong Kong, 630 miles, or 
can gain control of the cable at Manila. 


The facts of the battle, so tar as re- 


ceived from every source, the most im- 
portant coming from London, are that 
early Sunday morning Dewey's fleet made 
the attack off Manila, that the flag cnip of 
the 
Spanish 
commander, 
Admiral 


Montijo, the Reina Cristina, was burned, 
as was also the Castillo, and one vessej 
sank by the Spanish to prevent its falling 
into oar hands. 


The ships on the American side were 


badly damaged, according to the London 
reports, but not so severely as to disable 
any ship, or the Spanish dispatches 
would have emphasized it. 


Late Detail*. 


Late details of the battle were sent to the 


British colonial office in two cables. The 
fiist announces that the fleet entered the 
haibor at daybreak. 
Tha fort opened 


fire. The Americans engaged in a fierce 
fight with both forts and the Spanish 
fleet. It lasted several hoars and re- 
salted in the annihilation of the Spanish 
fleet. The Americans withdrew to a 
magazine boat to coal. One American 
vessel not mentioned by name was dis- 
abled. 


Demanded. Surrender 


Commodore Dewey 
demanded the 


surrender of all torpedoes and guns at 
Manila, and possession of the cable office. 
Unless complied with he said be would 
bombard the town. The Spaniards re- 
fused. 


Bombardment Began. Cable Stops. 
A special dispatch from Hong Kong 


says that the threatened bombardment ot 
Manila began this morning, and that the 
inhabitants were fleeing to the country. 


All cable service from Manila stopped 


this morning, and it is thought that the 
operators in the cable office stationed in 
one of the forts, fled to save their lives. 


Joy In Washington. 


Joy beamed on every countenance at 


the capitol this morning over Dewey'a 
victory. Everyone realized that it will 
be two days probably befdre anything is 
heard direct from Dewey. Prom Spanish 
sources, however, it was evident that 
Dewey had done all that was expected, 
crashed the Spanish fleets and relieved 
pacific commerce from danger of capture. 


Commodore Dewey's Instructions per- 


mit him to bombard Manila if necessary, 
and the report that he is doing so is re- 
ceived with full confidence by officials. 


Tha battle vru expected by the admin- 


istration, and WM almost at the boar 
when the President looked for it. The 
polloy was to engage the squadron, and 
bombard Manila. But there is no inten- 
tion of taking the islands as American 
capture, nor to assume control. 


Admit Their Defeat. 


The most conclusive statement of the 


overwhelming victory oamo this morning 
from Madrid, where the cabinet met and 
admitted the disaster. First reports in 
Madrid were of Spanish victory, but a 
dispatch from Manila said that Admiral' 
admitted his defeat, and hope was given 
op.

Giving Announcement From Philip- 


pine*. 


(By Associated Plena.) 


London, May 2.—The Asiatic squaflron 


of the United States, Commodore Dewey 
commanding, yester"<3ay engaged and 
completely defeated the Asiatic squad- 
ron of Spain in the harbor of Manila, 
in the Philippine islands. 


All the news of the great naval battle 


thus far received is coming from Spanish 
sources. 
This shows conclusively that 


Manila has not yet been taken by the 
American forces, and that the cable lines 
are still under Spanish control. 
From 


the fact that even the advices received 
from Madrid show that the American 
Warships farad the best, there is hardly 
any doubt that when complete details 
are obtainable it will b'e learned that 
It was a crushing defeat for Spain. 


Commodore Dewey's squadron, leaving 


Sublc bay, 8. few miles from Manila, 
about 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon, pro- 
ceeded toward Manila. Under the cover 
fcf darkness he entered the harbor of 
Manila, the batteries located there an' 
flouncing his arrival. Both fleets lined 
up for battle a-bout daybreak, about 3 
,0'clock Sunday morning. The guns of 
the American warships began firing on 
,the fortress of Kavite and the arsenal of 
[Manila. 


Under the protection of the runs of the 


(Manila fortifications, the Spanish war- 
ships opened fire on the American fleet. 
For several hours the harbor resounded 
•with the roar of guns, the crashing of 
•teel and timbers, the shrieks and groans 
of the wounded. Thick clouds of smoke 
*it times almost obscured the opposing 
fleets from each other. Soon a well di- 
rected shot reached the Iron cruiser Don 
(Juan de Austria, a vessel »f 1100 tons. A 
terrific explosion followed, and the ship 
•was blown up. 


All the time dnrlnp the first engage- 
ment the American ships were under 
way, their maneuvering being Intended 
to render the marksmanship of the 
Spanish gunners l«ss effective.

The cabinet sat four hours today dis. 


cussing the disaster. It was announce* 
that the ministry is fully aroused and 
determined to exhaust all resources in 
defense of national honor. 


After the meeting the minister reported 


to the queen, who had already heard of 
the reverses, and was aflame with patri- 
otic enthusiasm. 


She declared that* although the loss of 


many ships was a misfortune there was 
satisfaction in the reflection that tbe> ', 
Spaniards had covered themselves with 
honor. "My spirit can never be daunted 
as long as I can rely on the patriotism 
and courage of the Spaniards," she said. 


Crt^t.iin Cardase, com- 


manding; the Maria Christina, was killed. 
Commodore Montijo, commanding the 
poet, shifted his flag fnm the Maria 
Christina to the Isla de Cuba, a much 
smaller stefl protected cruiser, Just be- 
fore the Christina sank. 


The naval bureau at Manila stnds the 


following report, slemed "Montijo," Ad- 
Tniral:" "In the middle of the night the 
American squadron forced the forts and 
^before daybreak appeared off Kavite. 
The night was completely dark. At 
7:30 


the bow of the Reina. Maria Christina 
took flre and soon after the poop also 
•wia burned. At 8 o'clock -with my,staff 
I went on board the Isla de Cuba. The 
tteina Maria Christina and the CastHla 
were then entirely enveloped la flames. 
The other ships, having been damaged, 
retired into Baker bay. Some had to ba 
sunk to prevent their falling Into the 
hands of the* enemy. The losses are 
numerous, notably Captain Cardase, a 
priest and nine other persons." 


What Governor General Reports. 


Madrid, May 2.—The following is the 


text of the official dispatch from the 
governor general o'f the Philippines to 
the minister of war, Lieutenant General 
Correa, as to the engagement off Manila: 
"Saturday night, April 30, the batteries 
at the entrance to the fort announced 
the arrlva.1 of the enemy's squadron, 
forcing1 a passage under the obscurity 
of the night. At daybreak the enemy 
took up positions, opening with a strong 
flre against Port Cavlte aad the arsenal. 
Our fleet engaged the enemy in a. bril- 
liant combat, protected by the Cavite 
End Manila forts. They obliged the 
enemy, with heavy loss, to maneuver re- 
peatedly. At * 9'nlnrlr the 
AmpriPflTi 


squadron took refuge behind the foreign 
merchant shipping on the east side ot the 
bay. 


"Our fleet, considering the enemy's 


superiority, naturally suffered a severe 
loss. The Maria Christina is on fire and 
•mother ship, believed to be the Don Juan 
be Austria, was blown up. There was 
considerable loss of 
life. 
Captain 


Cxdarso, cotntnaadiflg the Maria Cttrl*- 
tina, is among the killed. I cannot nojr 
give further details. The spirit of the 
prmy, navy and volunteers is excellent." 


An official telegram received a later 
hour from tna governor general says: 
"Admiral Montojo hag transferred his 
Gag to the uruleer Isla de Cuba f rosa the 
cruiser Reina Maria Christina. The 
Ralna Maria Christina was completely- 
burnt, as was also the cruiser Castllla, 
the other ships having to retire from 
Ithe combat and some being sunk to 
avoid their falling Into the hands at the 
enemy." 


The Herald says that Admiral Mon- 


tojo changed his flatfship during the en- 
gagement or between the two encounters 
in order to better direct the maneuvers. 
In this way he escaped the fate of the 
commander of the Reina Maria Chris- 
tina. The second engagement was ap- 
parently begun by the Americans aiter 
landing their ivounded on the west side 
of the bay. In the lattersngagempnt the 
Spanish MIndando and Ulloa suffered 
heavily. Ministers speak of "serious 
but honorable losses." 


EFFECT OF VICTORY. 


Demonstrated That the Spanish Cannot 


Cope With Our Men. 


Washington, May 2.—There Is no doubt 


that the result of the first naval battle 
of the war will have an important bear- 
ing upon the future conduct of the strug- 
gle. 
It has demonstrated to the ad- 


ministration that the way to fight is to 
fight. It has shown that Spain can- 
not cope with the United States, and 
that the war can t s brought to a quick 
conclusion by simply forcing matters. 


The Spanish fleet at the Philippines 


was larger numerically than that ef the 
United States, but the latter was better 
in armament and more modern In con- 
struction, beside which the efficiency of 
our men was evidently vastly superior 
to the Spaniards. 


The enthusiasm with which the newa 


of the victory has been received has also 
had Its effect, and has shows that pop- 
ular sentiment will approve a vigorous 
campaign. 
Thid being the case It is said 


to be extremely probable that the at- 
tempt to drive Spain out of Cuba will 
now be pressed in an emphatic manner. 


It will not be surprising if before the 


week is ended there will be witnessed 
the bombardment of Havana without 
regard to the possible approach of the 
Spanish fleet across the Atlantic.

pened in Manila bay, but enough is 
known to indicate the probable sequence 
of events. The Spanish fleet seems to 
have been wiped out of existence. The 
(vessels which have not been sunk or 
burned have either been captured or 
sought shelter close under the Krupp 
[guns of the Manila batteries, ivhere 
they will be taken later. From all ac- 
counts, It appears that two battles were 
fought, the first near the mouth of the 
bay and the second Inside. It is probable 
that Commodore Dewey attacked the 
Spanish fleet In column formation and 
that they prepared to m«et him in line of 
battle. By this maneuver he was en- 
abled to cut the enemy's line at its cen- 
ter, and then turn all his attention to 
one of the wings. 


That our ships have been damaged to 


a greater or less deg? ee there is litije 
doubt, for from the nature of the en- 
gagement as reported It must have been 
;fcu£ht s-t close range. The American 
vessels are not armored and their sides 
could be easily pierced by the smallest 
guns. This fact is also borne out In the 
dispatches which state that the Ameri- 
can vossels landed their wounded before 
beginning the second encounter. Naval 
officers hardly believe that Commodore 
Dewey put his injured men ashore, and 
If they Were removed from the vessels 
at all they were probably placed aboard 
one or the other of the merchant ves- 
sels which accompanied the fleet as 
colliers and storeships. In the battle it 
Is likely that the forts also received some 
attention from the American gunners, 
and casualties ashore as well as aboard 
the enemy's squadron will undoubtedly 
be hoavy.

DICKENS AND BOYS. 


A CHICAQOAN WHO KNEWTHE "KIND- 


EST MAN THAT EVER LIVED." 


The Great Author's Frlendlinvu Far the 


Youth* Who Worked In the Brickyard. 
His Kindly Manner When lie Bald, 
"Well, My Little Man, How Are Yon?" 


Honry T. Jonos, a pioneer of Chicago, 


who lives at tho corner of Wood and »Su- 
porior streets, was bnrn in Wiltshire, Eng- 
land, in 1823, and has some Interesting 
memories of Charles Dickens. 
Mr. Jonos 


Iras employed in a brickyard whore Dick- 
ens was in tho habit of stopping ou hlg 
tours of observation, and tho boy with 
whom ho talked longer and more fre- 
quently than wilh any ono olso in tho 
placo remembers him now in his years of 
threescore and ten with an adoring re- 
gard. 


"Charles Dickens was tho kindest man 


that evor lived in England, and I believe 
no kinder man over lived in the whole 
world," said Mr. .Tones. "Ho had a kind 
and pleasant word for ovory ono, but more 
especially, I think, for boys. Why for boys? 
Oh, because of his own noglectcd child- 
hood. You know it'is said that tho early 
history of David Copperflold is the story at 
his own youthful days. I know he always 
spoko to boys whenever he would coma 
into contact with them. Ho had a way of 
laying his hand oil a boy's shoulder and 
of looking into his eyes and saying, 'Well, 
my littlo man, how are you?' that made 
tho boy remember it as long as he lived. 
Yes, I have- had the master's hand on my 
shoulder many a time. It mado mo proud 
then to be noticed by him, but I was more 
impressed with his kindness and goodness 
than his greatness. I admired his appear- 
ance too. Some of his pictures of that 
time resemble him, but he wore when I 
knew him a nice brown beard, and his 
pictures never mako that beard as hand- 
some and becoming as it really was. He 
was a noted man then, for he had pub- 
lished two of his great novels—'Oliver 
Twist' and 'Nicholas Nickleby'—and all 
England was talking about him. I have 
all his works, and they are my greatest 
comfort. 


"Our brickyard, whero I worked," con- 


tinued Mr. Jones, "was just a short dis- 
tance from Gadshlll, the homo of Mr. 
Dickens, and scarcely a day passed that he 
did not come to visit the place. 
Why, he 


came sometimes as early as 4:30 o'clock In 
the morning, although the yards only 
opened at 4. He was BO fond of watching 
laboring people, and brickmaking is—or 
was at that time In England—a slow and 
tedious process, one brick being made by 
hand at a time. In 1847 they could make 
sis bricks at a time in America, but be- 
fore that I had heard of the new country 
across tha sen, where bricks were made by 
machinery, and I talked with Mr. Diok- 
ens about plans for coming here. I often 
wondered if the men were rude or surly, 
and if that was why he talked to boys in 
preference, but I suppose ho liked to got 
into a boy'e thoughts, and that is perhaps 
the secret of his capital studies of boys. 


"The boys on their part had the greatest 


respect for him, a fact which was notice- 
able, for brickyard boys are, as a rule, a 
rather tough lot. They were all the way 
from 11 to 15 years of age, and their 
greatest sport was the molesting of passers- 
by. They always threw stones or called 
names after everybody not of their own 
class and had quick and com pie to revenge 
on any one who dared to oppose or answer 
them. Many a ruiced suit of clothes they 
wero responsible for, and the oilcnder 
could never be punished, for too many 
were guilty. But they made a great ex- 
ception of Mr. Dickens. 
When any one 


saw him coming down the street, he quick- 
ly informed the rest, and the boys would 
all etop to brush their hair with their 
! ,• Js and rub some of the clay off their 
clothes, and all were glad and excited. 
The cry would go forth, 'There's Mr. 
Diokens coming—don't 'ee see him?' 


"Then he would come up and shake 


hands with them all. He bad such a 
hearty handshake, and he always told us 
that he honored the baud of a laboring 
boy more than that of the greatest land- 
owner. And we believed him. If you evor 
read his will, you will know how he re- 
membered all his servants and Instructed 
his executors not to put Mr. or Esquire on 
his tombstone, but just Charles Dickens. 
And I think his reference to the lessons of 
the New Testament in that last document 
gives tho whole character of the man. 


"I aru sure be mentions the brickyard, 


or rather brickfield, as it is called io 
England, in one of bis works. I think it 
is in 'Edwin Drood.' " 


Taking up a copy of "David Copper- 


field," he turned the leaves slowly and 
said: "As I read of a boy's hardships and 
sufferings as they ore recounted here, I 
feel tho thrill of his touch upon my shoul- 
der and hear again that pleasant, kindly 
voice saying as in the old days when he 
watched mo making bricks, 'Well, my 
boy, how aro you today?' " 


Being asked if "David Copperfleld" was 


not considered an autobiography, Mr. 
Jones said: "Well, that is hard to say. It 
is told that Mr. Dickens had a stepfather 
who was very cruel to him, and that might 
havo been in his mind when he wrote the 
book. But he was so kind to boys and such 
a good friend to them that he would natu- 
rally be more sympathetic in telling the 
story of their wrongs. Perhaps, though, 
it was because ho himself had suffered at 
a tender ago." 


Mr. .Tories became master of his own art 


and prospered in the country of his adop- 
tion. The courthouse, Tremont House, 
Palmer House, Cook County hospital and 
other large and important buildings wero 
constructed from material furnished by 
him, but for many years now be bas lived 
retired, enjoying tho oompetenoe his busi- 
ness afforded, fie does not rngret that he 
never knew Charles Diokens after he had 
grown to man's estate. 


"I should not then remember him as the 


friend of boys or given him, that niche in 
tny heart which be will caoupy as long as 
that heart boats, ior it was as the man and 
friend that I knew him best, and I did 
not care then for what be bad written. It 
was bis own personality that impressed 
me most and made ine remember him 
longest."—Chicago Post. 


Loit the Presidency. 


Tho following explanation is given of 


the Garfleld-Rosccrnns controversy: Gen- 
eral Garfleld was elected a delegate from 
Ohio to the Baltimore convention in 1864, 
which ronominated President Lincoln. 
Garfleld, remembering his old general, 
telegraphed to Roseorans; "Vicepresiden- 
cy going a-begglng. Will you accept? 
Answer." General Boseorana wired his 
acceptance. 


Tho answer was never received by Gen- 


eral Garfiold, and it was afterward ascer- 
tained that it had been suppressed by 
Stanton, tben secretary of war. As a con- 
sequence Andrew Johnson received the 
nomination, and at Lincoln's <fcath was 
made president.—Philadelphia Record.

CARE OF THE HAIR. 


What to Do In Order to Keep It In Good 


Condition. 


The care of tbe hair Is a matter which 


interests every woman. As in roost de- 
partments of hygiene, precautions against 
injury are rathe; negative than positive. 
It is not safe to experiment with dyes, 
washes and similar chemical compositions 
without a physician's advice, and unless 
there is gome actual disease of the soalp it 
is best not to doctor it. A fine tooth comb 
is an 'nstrument to be avoided, as its use 
is apt to produce dandruff where none nat- 
urally exists and to mrJ e it worse when it 
is really present. It is Tetter to brash the 
hair than to comb it, fufc when a comb Is 
used it should hava coarse teeth through- 
out its length. The brush shoifld be a 
good one—largo, with long, strong bristles 
—but It should not be used with violence. 
The hair ought to be allowed to bang free 
upon the shoulders for a iittlu while every 
day, and if It is fair a Bun bath will bene- 
fit it. Few pins should be employed in 
arranging it, and hot, heavy hats are to be

NEW YOBS, 
May 8. —[Special. ]—.7ohn 


Bassott Mooro, the new first assistant sec- 
retary ot states who has been Hamilton 
Fish professor of International law and 
diplomacy at Colombia ever elnce 1803, 
when bo loft tbe post of third assistant 
secretary, stands extremely woll both with 
the faculty and the students of the insti- 
tution. 


By the faculty he is respected as one of 


the most Intellectual men who have 'evar 
joined tho teaching force. By the students 
ho is hold in high repute as one of the few 
lecturers who make the roost abstruse and 
difficult subjects interesting. And they 
oil llko him immensely as a man nr.d a 
gentleman. 


Mr. Moore was born !n Smyrna, Del., 


but his talk and his looks aro those of a 
Virginian, though the soft eonthern ac- 
cent of his speech has of late acquired 
something of tho sharper tones observant 
in Now Yorkers. His roost noticeable 
characteristics perhaps aro his easy, grace- 
ful courtesy and that air of leisurely schol- 
arship found only in America in tho south- 
ern gentleman of the best typo. Not to be 
grasped by a cbnnce acquaintance, of 
course, but regarded with enthusiasm by 
the ambitious among tho students who 
have been listening to his lectures is an- 
other quality worth noting, and that is 
willingness to extend special help when it 
•will be of real value. 
"Professor Moore has naturally boon 


one of the busiest of all the Columbia 
professors," said a Columbia student in 
my hearing yesterday, "and no one could 
blame him for declining to be bothered 
•with any extra demands made by students 
upon his time. But I have known him 
when asked by only one btudont to eluci- 
date some interesting and important point 
to devote hours to special work for that 
one man, and that, too, just when he had 
the finishing touches on his latest book on 
international law in hand in addition to 
his regular duties as a lecturer." 


Mr. Moore stands quite as well among 


lawyers generally in New York as with 
tho faculty and students of Columbia. A 
well known expert in international law 
who was asked a puzzling question in rny 
bearing the other day inquired if the ques- 
tioner had learned the views of Professor 
Moore. The questioner had and repeated 
Mooro's opinions. 


"There's no need for me to say anything 


after that," said the lawyer. "Moore is 
tbe best informed man in the United 
States regarding international law points, 
and I wouldn't like to disagree with him." 


Professor Moore agrees absolutely with 


President Low regarding the letter's pol- 
icy of making Columbia a real university.

Mr. Moore of the new chief of the state 
department, Judge Day, MoKinley's clos- 
est friend and adviser. 
"I've read a good deal about Judgo 


Day's coldness and absolute indifference 
to all sorts of amusements," said this 
man, "and I'd like to say just here that 
Judge Day is anything but tho absorbed 
individual some think him. In private 
conversation his talk fairly sparkles with 
witticisms, and amusement of some sort 
is as needful to him as to tbe rest of us. 
To see a good game of baseball is his fa- 
vorite recreation, and it freshens him up 
wonderfully.

His Maiden Speech. 


The malady known as "stage fright" la 


by no moa.n8 confined to tho stage or to 
people deficient in self oonfldenoa. It is 
one of the peculiarities of the house of 
commons, as related by Mr. Michael Mno- 
Donagh in the "Book oE Parliament," 
that it not only ospeots but demands a 
certain amount of stage fright in a mem- 
ber's maiden speech as an indication of a 
"becoming owe of the august assembly 
listening to his words." 


Wher Mr. Joseph Chamberlain was first 


elented, an old friend, who was also an old 
member of the house of commons, came 
to bim and gave him this bit of advice: 


"You know you have come into tho 


bouse rather late, and ypu have some sort 
of reputation outside. The house of com- 
mons does not like outside reputation. It 
is accustomed to make and unmake its 
own. 
As you are going shortly to make 


your maiden speech, if you could contrive 
to break down a littlo I think tho house 
of commons would take it as a compli- 
ment, and you will be all the better for it." 


There are occasional failures to get off 


one's maiden speech, though it may have 
been conned hundreds of times. The most 
exinordinary breakdown that ever oc- 
cu.-red in the house happened some years 
ago. Tho address in answer to the queen's 
speech \vns to be seconded by a young 
country member in a maiden speech. He 
came attired, as is customary on the occa- 
sion, in uniform—in the gorgeous attiro 
of a captain of mounted yeomanry. 
He 


stood up in his plaoo, nnd, grasping tho 
hilt of his sword with his left hand, in- 
dulged in some graceful gestures with his 
right, but though his lips were seen to 
wove not a sound could be beard by the 
house. 


For nearly five minutes the honorable 


and gallant gentleman continued this 
dumb show and sat down. 'The most re- 
marknble feature of the incident was that 
the honorable gentleman did net himself 
miss the sound of his vocal organs; all 
through the incident he seemed to be un- 
dsr the impression that the house was lis- 
tening with rapt attention, to bis eloquent 
periods, sot to the exquisite music of his 
voice.

day for the past two weeks, that ttio 
wheat speculation has culminated, but 
the price has iu that time advanced 21J 
cents, 8J cents within the past weak. 
Receipts of 2,740,590 bushels at the West 
last week, against 1,652,875 a year ago, and 
averaging 2,500,000 bushels per week for 
January, February, and March, show no 
exhaustion of supplies, while exports are 
seven times what they were a year ago. 
No such foreign demand for both wheat 
and corn has ever been known, and it 
does not seem to be satiated at all as yet. 


The consumption of iron is still the 


greatest ever known, though many struc- 
tural and oar contracts have bean de- 
terred. Works have orders to keep thtm 
busy for several months to come. Koot 
and shoe shipments are larger for April 
than for any preceding year, except 1893, 
which was only two percent, better. The 
cotflm .manufacture has been helped by 
some government contracts and a little 
better outside demand, but the supplies 
are enormous and the demand for goods 
is hindered by immense stocks in sight. 
Woolen goods are doing a little better. 


A bond issue by the government is ex- 


peotsd soon, though the revenue ia April 
has been almost $1,000,000 per day. Prices 
of stocKs were comparatively steady until 
Thursday and then advanced, closing 72 
cents higher for the week. Failures for 
three weeks have been $6,428,453 against 
$13,472,169 last year, 59,218,616 in 1896, 
$9,536,690 in 1895, and $8,826,850 in 1894.

L ment of Oar Public Men — They Rarely 


Fall! to Succeed—Judge Day Is Unassum- 
ing, bnt Has » Long Head. 


WASHINGTON, May S.—[Special.]—Few 


Americans make as big a leap forward in 
a short time ns Judge Eay of Canton, O., 
has made in tho last year. Though n now 
man in public life, unheard of outside bis 
o\vu immediate neighborhood a year or 
two ago, he is now at tho ?icad of the 
American cabinet. Ho is the ranking 
member of the government council, occu- 
pying a post which has beau tho aim and 
ambition of many veterans in tho public 
gor\ico. It is a big jump from Lining a 
country lawyer in Ohio to rank with Sal- 
isbury, Von Bulow, Sognsta and tho great 
men of the world's governments. 
But 


just such leaps forward are characteristic 
of American public life. 
Our system IB 


one that brings inon to the front with a 
rapidity which amazes foreign observers, 
and it is fortunately another characteristic 
of Americans that whon tho fates thus 
press thorn onward thoy raroly fail to moot 
all reasonable- expectations. This is bo- 
lioved to bo due to tlio wonderful adapta- 
bility of tho average American. At any 
rate, cho manner in which our citlzons 
suddenly called to high posts in the gov- 
ernment or tho diplomatic service go con- 
duct themselves ns to stand comparison 
with tho veteran and trained mon of other 
governments is a sosrco of constant won- 
der to fo~t:gnors. 


Able Americans Elplomats. 


It does not follow, therefore, that be- 


cutiso an American has had llttlo training 
for high oilioe he is going to fail in it. 
Cestainly it Joes not fail in the case of 
Judge Day. As secretary of state ho is 
likely to gain a very high reputation. Nor 
can it bo said tLafc ho lacks experience. 
For a year or more be has virtually been 
secretary of state. He has had full man- 
agement of tho difficult Cuban question 
for tho president, and surely that has beea 
a hard enough school. 


It will be remembered by your readers 


that in this correspondence I have several 
times iu tho past made tbo positive state- 
ment that Mr. Shermar> was soon to retire 
from the state department.

their truthfulness was questioned, but 
your correspondent know absolutely what 
ho was talking about, and ho knew that 
the resignation of Mr. Sherman only 
awaited a fa^xablo opportunity.

mt doing injustice either 


to the preside ut or to Mr. Sherman to 
make public in detail the foots upon which 
my statements were based, and it is nob 
necessary to give them now. 


This is not by any means the first time 


that an American citizen comparatively 
unknown has leaped to tho highest ranks 
of public service. Abraham Lincoln was 
littlo known and had bad almost no ex- 
perience at all when he was chosen presi- 
dent ot the United States. Later Mr. 
Olncy of Massachusetts was appointed sec- 
retary of state by Mr. Cleveland without 
any previous experience in the state de- 
partment or with diplomatic affairs. 
Yet 


he made one of the ablest secretaries of 
stato this country has ever had, and in a 
tilt of brains and courage with the great 
premier of England came oft first best in 
the Venezuela affair. 
There have been 


many other such instances—so many that 
it has become an axiom throughout the 
diplomatic corps of the world that it is 
impossible to tell how much strength or 
shrewdness an American is going to de- 
velop in high office by studying his past 
career. "The-Americans—they ore full of 
surprises," said an experienced foreigner 
of high run 1C with a shrug of his shoul- 
ders. 


Tho new secretary ol state is a slendor 


man of florid complexion, very quiet in 


' his manners, given but little to talK about 


i anything and than speaking in a low tone, 


i nover demonstrative, but always alert and 
j quick. His training is that of a lawyer, 


and as a lawyer ho had the reputation out 
in Ohio of being tba quietest and most suc- 
cessful man in the business. Ho was 
known as a wise counselor, and it did not 
much matter what the case in hand was. 
Ho was said to have a long head, to be 
not only shrewd, but farseolng, and bis 
advico was valued far beyond that of 
many men who wero more showy in court 
or public. 


Secretary Day a Poor Man. 


Of course it is true that Mr. Day owes 


his rapid advance in public life tothecloso 
-— - -isfoip which has existed for many 
years between him and the president. 
While Mr. McKiiiley was a mere congress- 
man or a private citizen or governor of 
Ohio he still valued Judge Day's counsel 
very highly. Moro than any other living 
man tho now secretary of state has been 
the confidant of tho president, both before 
and after the inauguration. SecretsryJDny 
is not only n man with a "long head," as 
we Americans express it, but he is a class 
student. He keeps up his reading. Even 
throughout the period of tension over the 
Spanish affair, when tbo state department 
was the center of interest and action, Mr. 
Day spent many of his evenings in read- 
ing upon all the points of international 
law and precedent involved. In other 
words, it was in this wny that he devel- 
oped tho American characteristic of quick- 
ly mastering any field of activity to which 
bo was called. 


The now secretary of state Is a poor 


mau, comparatively speaking. Probably 
liis whole fortune and that of bis wife 
could bo called only a modest competence 
in Canton, O., while In Washington it Is 
of course a very small euin indeed. Mr. 
Day as assistant secretary ol state has 
found it necessary to live modestly in or- 
der to keep within bis Income, and as BOO- 
rotary of etato I doubt if be makes any 
groat departure in the way of taking a 
larger house or ot increasing his monthly 
outlay. It will of course be impossible for 
him to livo within his salary, Not more 
than one or two cabinet officers in a tozcii 
cro able to do that. But the late Judge 
Grceham demonstrated that the dignity of 
tho office of secretary of state need Pot 
suffer through failnro on the part of its 
incumbent to entertain lavishly or keep 
up a style ot living which m«ets foreign 
ideas in such matters, M?. fiiaiug wtii

Pig-eons in the Naval Service—Wee West 


India Stowaway*—Cissy Made 'Em 


Shiver—The Trouble* of Shad. 
^ 


[Special Correspondence.] 


So maay tall stories of long and in- 


telligent flights by carrier pigeons have 
been told and repeated again and again 
that it is not to be wondered at tbat the 
general pnblio has exaggerated ideas on 
tbo subject. There are, however, many 
skeptics among those who have given 
some attention to tbo matter. .Recently 
a great deal has been said about the 
service that could be performed by theso 
birds during war, especially in 'V.'ying 
messages from ono VOFSO! to another or 
from a fleet to the land. While naval 
officers pretty generally have expressed 
doubts concerning tho reputed abilities 
of carrier pigeons their successful use 
by the French liner La Bretagne, which 
arrived in this city the other day, has 
thrown a new light upon^ the subject 
aud recalled • the experiment made by 
the monitor Puritan a few months ago. 
When tho Puritan loft the Brooklyn 
navy yard for Norfolk, she had on board 
a crnto of pigeons. While she remained 
outside the Hook adjusting her com- 
passes several of tho pigeons were re- 
leased with messages for friends of the 
officers in New York and at the navy 
yard. 


The experiments were 
uniformly 


successful, but it must be remembered 
that the distances were comparatively 
short and that tho Puritan was not out 
of sight of land. In this connection a 
naval officer said tho other day: "So 
many stories of long flights of carrier 
pigeons are told nowadays that credu- 
lous persons are apt to believe that they 
may be sent hundreds of miles wiin 
messages. Now, as a matter of fact, ex- 
periments have shown that the carrier 
pigeons steer their course by si.u'nt and 
not by any other sense. If they are re- 
leased near enough to land for them to 
see it, they will make for it; otherwise 
they are apt to fly wild until they do 
stride land. I beliave, however, that 
they might bo of great use to vessels on 
patrol duty." 


Arrivals From the West Indies.

sent back as soon as the Hempstead 
sails again. 


Cissy and the Gun. 


Miss Cissy Fitzgerald was a witness 


before Coroner Fitzpatrick at the in- 
quest into the cause of the death of 
Laura Booth, the actress. She kissed 
the book, and when the coroner asked 
for her full name gave it as Cissy Fitz- 
gerald.

Miss Fitzgerald said she had fre- 


quently heard Laura Booth talk of sui- 
cide and had also seen the pistol then 
in court in her possession. The pistol 
was handed to her. In examining it she 
pointed it at the foreman.

Shad and Ptomaine Poisoning. 


The scare over possible ptomaine poi- 


soning caused by the eating of shad and 
shad roe has greatly affected the sale of 
that fish. Only those who have looked 
into the matter have any conception of 
the enornous quantities of ^ shad con- 
sumed in the metropolitan district, te 
say nothing of what is shipped to in- 
terior points. A scare such as this one 
of ptomaine poisoning, coming when 
the season is at its height, must necos- 
firily cause the fish men,great loss and 
nnnoyance. The latest of the stories on 
this subject is one that the shad are 
brought alive to Fulton market and 
kept in cars under the dock and moored 
to the market and that tho water there- 
about is impregnated with sewage. A. 
W. Huff, who is probably the heaviest 
dealer in shad in this market, when 
asked about this story, said: 


"In the first place, I don't remember 


a year when there were finer shad in the 
market. To make people afraid to eat 
them is an outrage. As for that story of 
live^shad being kept where they can 
consume sewage, there is nothing in it. 
There isn't n live shad brought to tbi1- 
markot Tho fish kept moored to the 
market are live cod, and they're not 
kept there long. As for the sewage, tho 
tide is so strong that there is not tho 
slightest danger that it can drift to 
where tba cod are confined."

Tlans For Defending New England 


5Vom Attack, 


No Apprehension Pelt In Offi- 


cial Circles. 


TBE COLUMBIA. 


-With Commodore Hotvell's force op- 


peratlngr In New England waters, a 1'orce 
•which will t>« reinforced in a few days 
by the converted cruisers Yankee, Dixie, 
Prairie and Yosemlte, no apprehension 
is felt In official circles as to the safety 
of New Enr'and ports and of New York, 
especially as it will be possible to re- 
inforce the squadron without delay by 
the flying: squadron new at Hampton 
roads. It is not believed, however, that 
any of the Spanish ships are bound for 
th« New England coast, and they will, 
It is believed, flr*t proceed to Torta 
Rico. 


In order to make more effective the 


naval campaign Intrusted to Admiral 
Sampson for execution, the fleet under 
his command will be formed into two 
divisions. The commander of the first 
division and ths fleet will be Admiral 
Sampson, and the second division will be 
In charge of Commodore John C. Wat- 
ees. For some time past the intention 
of the naval administration has been to 
withdraw from the blockading- fores tht 
*lx armorclads, New York, Iowa, Indi- 
ana, Puritan, Terror a:id Amphitrite, or 
some of them, for station at a central 
foint on the Atlantic coast, if it becam* 
bnown that the Spanish fleet which left 
St. Vincent contemplated an assault on 
coast cities, or if there was absolute 
Uncertainty ai to the Intention of th« 
enemy. From this station the big 
armored craft could move nortn or south 
as ' circumstances would 
determine, 
*lther to r*Join the blockading force or 
to prtrrent the Spanish ship* from bom- 
bartlng forts on the New England 
or miaflle JLtlantia ooaat. This with- 
drawal would leave th* enforcement of 
ihe blockade to the numerous cruisers, 
gunboats and torpedo boats" now under 
Admira.1 Sampson, and they would all 
be in command*f Commodore Watson. 


The afgreg-ation of vessels under the 


command of Admiral Sampson is of- 
ficially known as the North Atlantic 
equadron. There is a distinct difference 
•between a squadron-and a, fleet, but both 
terms have been applied Indiscriminate- 
ly to the ships engaged in carrying out 
.the provisions of the president's procla- 
mation establishing- tha blockade of the 
Cuban ports. The distinction will be ap- 
plied, however, when Commodore Wat- 
Bon Is assigned to command the second 
division. Strictly applied, the term fleet 
means 13 vessels consisting of one flag- 
ship for the commander-in-chlet and 
two divisions of six ships, each under a 
Has officer. Any aggregation of fewer 
vessels Is called a squadron. Admiral 
Saarpson will therefore have command 
ot a fleet and its first squadron, and Com- 
modore Watson vril! command Itp second 
pquadron. 


Under the division contemplated by 


the navy department the first squadron 
|fe to consist of the armorclads and some 
other vessels, and the second squadron 
of protected and other armored ships. 
The sbt armorclads mentioned wfR be 
augmented soon by the monitor Mlan- 
tenoraoh, now on her way to Key West, 
ffhe unarmored vessels are the cruisers 
Detroit, Marblehead, Cincinnati an;! 
Montgomery; the gunboats Wllmini^- 
ton,.JC»cbIas, Newport, Caetine, Helena, 
Nashville and Indianapolis; the revenue 
{cutter McLane, the torpedo boat de- 
Vtroyer Mayflower, five torpedo boats 
and1 several dispatch boats. Including 
the Dolphin, supply vessels, and con- 
verted tucs and yachts. It IB probable 
•ome of tho torjjedo boats will accbm- 
;p*ny the armorclads.

Serious Situation In Various Parts

People Are Bitterly Aroused 


Against Dear Bread. 


Troops Had to Be Called Out to Hold Them In 


Subjection. 


Rome, May 2.—The breafl riots con- 


tinue in many places. At KimSnl Sun- 
day the anarchists took part in a meet- 
ing of German bakers. Several arrests 
ware made. • At Ban Arehangelo, a farm 
was pillaged and eight arrests were 
made. While the persons in custody 
were being taken to the police station 
the mob interfered and a hand-te-hand 
fight ensued. Several carabineers were 
wounded and several rioters killed. 


At Naples tne riots are led by 


carrying long staves upon which 
loaves of bread or red flags. Women 
carrying banners inscribed with "Down 
with the taxes on flour" marched to the 
town hall, where the troops dispersed 
them. All the streets are guarded by 
tKiops and the railway station by ar- 
tillery. The municipality has posted a 
decree reducing the price of bread 10 
centimes per kilogram and voting a. large 
leum for the purpose. 


Ravenna, Ferrara and Rosaro all re- 


port more or less violence and cries of 
"Give us bread," "Down with the starv- 
;ers of the people," and the like. Baker-

MAKES WRONG EIGHT 


DR. TALMAGE SAYS CHRISTIANITY IS 


REVOLUTIONARY. 


How Much Depends on the 
Machete. 


8tnus« aud Thongs Are Factoro. 


Strings, thongs and, snap catches play 


Important parts in tho field uniform of a 
Cuban insurgent. Persons who have soon 
the little band of Cuban patriots with 
Buffalo Bill's Wild West show oomo dash- 
ing into tho arena have noticed that each 
man, by a quick movement of the bead, 
throws olf his straw hat. 
The hat, which 


is held by a string, dangles upon the 
horseman's shoulders during his ride. 
Tho morcmont, revealing the fine, alert 
and spirited faces of the men who served 
under Oomcr andMaceo, lookslike a trick 
for theatric effect, but it is what they al- 
ways do when riding into action, so one 
of the littlo band explained the other day. 


"Tbe Spanish soldiers," he said, "have 


the Mauser ru|e, which kills at 1,000 or 
1,200 yards, while we have only tha Rem- 
ington carbine, which iaftf short range. 
It is all we can afford. 
If we remain at a 


distance, tho Spanish without danger to 
themselves will, as you Americans say, 
'wipe us out.' So we must get close to 
them. That IB the first consideration. 
The Mauser bullet will not kill any more 
at one yard than at 1,000, but it is differ- 
ent with tbo machete. For it close quar- 
ters is necessary. 


"Now, see bow we are prepared for an 


attack. The carbine hangs by this snap 
catch from the belt on tbe left side. 
The 


revolver, suspended by a strong string 
through its butt, hangs on tbo left side. 
The machete, by a thong through the 
handle, swings from the right wrist. The 
hat is made fast by a string so that it may 
be thrown back out of tbe way, but not 
lost,* for we ara too poor to lose anything, 
even an old straw hat, and when tbe fight 
is over, if we are alive, we will want our 
hats. But during tbo Q%bt we want our 
heads bare, clear, that we may see. 
Tbe 


Spaniard pulls bis h,at down over his eyes. 


"The order is given to charge! Three, 


four or five hundred yards we must go 
very fast—straight for the Spaniards, who 
all the time havo us in range of thoir 
Mausers, while we con do nothing to 
them. Then we are close enough for the 
carbine to have effect, and they go bang! 
bang! bang! fast as we can load and fire. 
Ah, if we only had magazine guns like 
yours! But they are too costly for us. 
Quickly we are close enough for the re- 
volver to do execution. The carbine goes 
back to its book on tha belt, aud the re- 
volver speaks bang! bang! bang! until it 
is empty, when it is dropped for the string 
to take care of. 


"By that time we are on onr enemy 


with the machete. That is the tool to kill 
with. Shots flred in a gallop may mias, 
but there is no mistake about tbe chop of 
mo matin:!*!. The Spaniard knows it and 
dislikes it exceedingly. A man who knows 
bow to handle the machete can lop off an 
arm or a head or split a man like a carrot 
with it. A gun may get out of order, am- 
munition may be exbtjjistod, but the good 
machete is always ready for service. Grind 
it sharp when it is dulled on bones, and 
it will not fail to serve you well. 


"When the fight is over, everything is 


in place. The hat is put back on the head 
—for our sun is very hot—tbo revolver 
and carbine hang in their places ready for 
reloading, and we are prepared for anoth- 
er fight."—New York Sun.

prison life, and when to confinement is 
added the gloom of insanity the darkness 
seams impenetrable. 
Tbo author of "The 


Dungeons of Old Paris," however, gives a 
touching picture of what womanly sym- 
pathy onoe accomplished even in so ex- 
treme a case. 


There was a strangely sympathetic side 


to this saddest of the prisons of Paris (St. 
liazaro, for women). The siok and worn 
out -were always tenderly regarded by 
fcheir fellow prisoners, and if a woman 
died in tbe prison it was not unusual for 
the rest to olub together to provide a cost- 
ly funeral. 


In tie early years of the restoration a 


pretty peasant girl named Marie was sent' 
to St. Lazaro for stealing roses. 
Sho had. 


a passion for tho flower, and a thousand 
mystical notions had woven themsei«as 
about it in her Alnd. She said that rose 
trees would detach themselves from their 
roots and glide after her wherever she 
went to tempt her to pluck the blossoms. 
One in a garden, taller than the rest, bad 
compelled her to climb tbe wall and gath- 
er as many rosos as she could, and there 
tho gendarmes found her. 


This poor girl excited tho most vivid in- 


terest in that sordid place. The prisoners 
plotted to restore nor to reason, christened 
her Rose, which delighted her, and sot 
themselves to make artificial roses for her 
of silk and paper. Those fingers, so rebel- 
lious at allotted tasks, created roses, with- 
out number, till Marie's cell was trans- 
formed into a bower. 


An interested director of prison labor 


seconded these efforts, and opened in St. 
Lazaro a workroom for tho manufacture 
of artificial flowers, to which Marie WM 
introduced as an apprentice. 


Hero she made roses from morning till 


night, and her dre»d of tha future being 
dispelled tho ninlady of her mind reached 
its torra with tbo end of her sentence, and 
she left the prlecn cured nnd hnppy. She 
became one oi the most successful florist* 
ia r:^'-

dations. I bear some man in the house 
say, "I thought religion was peace." 
That is tbe final result. A man's arm is ; 
out of place. 
Two men come, and with ' 


great eSort put it back to the socket. 
It 


goes back with great pain. Then it gots 
well. Our world is horribly disordered 
and out of joint. It must come under an 
omnipotent surgery, beneath which there 
will be pain and anguish before there can 
come perfect health and quiet. I proclaim, 
therefore, in tho name of my Lord Jesus i 
Christ—revolution! 


The religion of the Bible will mako a 


revolution in tbe family. 
Those things 


that aro wrong in tbe family oirolo will 
be overthrown by it, while justice and 
harmony will take the place. Tho bus- 
band will be the head of the household 
only when he is fit to be. I know a man 
who spends all tho money bo makes in 
drink as well'as all tbo money tbat his 
wife makes, and sometimes sells tbe chil- 
dren's clothes for rum. 
Do you tall me 


that he is to be the bead of that house- 
hold? If tbo wife have moro nobility, 
more courage, more consistency, more of 
all tbat is right, sbe shall havo the suprem- 
acy. 
You say that the Bible snye that the 


wife is to bo subject to the husband. I 
know it, but tbat is a husband, not a 
masculine caricature. There is no human 
or divine law that makes a woman subor- , 
dinate to a'man unworthy of her. "Jhen 
Christianity comes into a domestic circle, 
i 


it will give the dominnucy to that one ' 
who is tho most worthy of it.

Not such a family altar as you may have 
seen where tbe prayer is long and a long 
chapter is read, with tedions explanation, 
and the exercise keeps on until the chil- 
dren's knees are sore, and their baoks 
ache, and their patience is lost, and for 
the seventh time they have counted all the 
rungs in the chair, but I mean a family 
altar such as may bava hson seen in your 
father's house. You may have wandered 
far off in tbe paths of sin and darkness, 
but you have never forgotten that family 
altar where father and mother knelt im- 
portuning God for your soul. 
That is a 


memory that a man never gets over. 
There will be n hearty, joyful family altar 
in evary domestic circle. Yon wltt not have 
to go far to find Hannah rearing her Sam- 
uel for tbe temple or a grandmother Loia 
instructing her young Timothy in the 
knowledge of Christ, or a Mary and Mar- 
tha and Lazarus gathered in fraternal and 
sisterly afieotion, or a table at which 
Jesus sits, as at that of Zacoheus, or a home 
in which Jesus dwells, as in the house of 
Simon tho tanner. Tbe religion of Jesus 
Christ, coming into tbe domestic circle, 
will overthrow all jealousies, all janglings, 
and peaco nnd order and holiness will take 
possession t^ohe home.

are hundreds nnd thousands of ohurohes 
in tbis country—gorgeously built and sup- 
ported—tbat even on bright and sunshiny 
days are not half full of worshipers, and 
yet they aro building mission cfcapels, be- 
cause by some expressed or imp,^B(^ regu- 
lation the great masses of the people are 
kept out of tbe main audience room. 


Now, 
I say that any place o? worship 


which is appropriate for one class is ap- 
propriate for all classes. Let the rich and 
the poor meet together, tho Lord the Maker 
of them all. Mind you that I say that 
mission chapels are a necsislty, tbe way 
churches are now conducted, bnt may God 
speed the time when they shall cease to bo 
a necessity.

She walks for milea 
every day in the most sensible, serviceable 
costumes, and any one who met her in 
her walks abroad, quite unattended and 
so simply clad, would scarcely realize that 
sho was a great empress and had at her 
disposal gome of tbe moss beautiful jewels 
whicb were ever seen. 
The Austrian col- 


lection is tbe finest collection of jeftels in 
Europe—in faot, the only one since the 
crown jewels of France were broken up 
and bought by the modern millionaires. 
The jeweled arms are quite magnificent,
